The Respondent claims that 
other people have states that hurting the Petitioner would be an appropriate retaliation for what the 
Petitioner has done. The Respondent claims that the Petitioner has a greater chance of winning the 
Power Ball than having the misfortime, or fortune of being sexually assaulted by the Respondent. 
Tlie Petitioner feels threatened by the repeated statements by the Respondent cl aimin g that he 
would never hurt her.
